REPORT. 


I  am  placed  in  a  position  of  much  difficulty  in  writing  this 
Report,  because  not  a  single  matter  on  which  I  have  to  report 
and  comment  upon,  came  under  my  personal  observation.  This 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  I  did  not  succeed  to  the  position  of 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  until  the  middle  of  January,  1882. 


Before  I  commence  my  Report,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  here 
to  observe  that  though  I  never  had  the  good  fortune  of  meeting 
the  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Henry  J.  Yeld, 
yet  it  has  been  my  great  privilege  to  read  all  the  fortnightly 
reports  which  he  had  presented  to  the  Health  Committee  since 
the  time  of  his  appointment.  These,  even  more  than  his  well- 
known  Annual  Reports,  exhibit  a  deep  and  broad  knowledge  of 
the  subjects  on  which  he  wrote,  and  the  advice  in  them  to  the 
Sanitary  Authority  was  eminently  practical.  This  advice, 
although  founded  on  scientific  truth,  he  was  ever  careful  to  put 
forward  in  the  simplest  manner  before  the  Committee,  so  that  it 
could  be  the  more  readily  grasped,  by  strongly  appealing  to 
common  sense.  These  reports  most  fully  bear  out  the  general 
opinion  that  he  was  a  diligent  worker  in  the  field  of  Preventive 
Medicine  for  the  good  of  his  adopted  town. 

To  relate  the  recommendations  which  he  made  from  year  to 
year  to  the  Health  Committee,  would  be  to  recapitulate  the 
health  history  of  the  Borough  since  1872.  Suffice  it  to  say  that 
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1881  it  was  he  who  was  the  author  of  nearly  all  those  recent  Sanitary 
EE  PORT.  Measures  which  have  happily  done  so  much  for  the  health  of 
Sunderland. 

As  a  stranger  coming  to  the  town,  1  could  not  but  mark 
how  great  was  the  regret  among  all  classes  at  the  loss  of  one 
who,  by  his  courteous  manner,  and  amiable  disposition,  had  won 

their  esteem  and  affection — 

“  Who  speak  their  feeling  as  it  is, 

And  weep  the  fulness  from  the  mind: 

‘  It  will  be  hard,  ’  they  say,  ‘  to  find 
Another  service  such  as  this.’  ” — Tennyson.

From  tliis  table  it  is  at  once  apparent  that  the  year  1881  com¬ 
pared  most  favourably  with  its  predecessors ;  and  when  the 
increased  density  of  the  population  is  considered,  it  may  be 
regarded  as  decidedly  the  healthiest  year  since  1870. 

There  were  4,587  Births,  or  an  increase  over  previous  year  of 
219.  The  Births  represent  an  annual  Birth-rate  of  39*5  per 
1,000  inhabitants;  shewing  a  gain  on  the  rate  of  the  preceding 
year  of  2T,  and  out-numbering  the  Deaths  by  2,151. 

Of  these  Births,  2,325  were  Males  and  2,262  Females,  repre¬ 
senting  a  Birth-rate  of  39 ‘5,  which  is  a  slight  increase  on  that  of 
the  previous  year,  but  somewhat  less  than  the  average  rate,  which 
for  the  past  ten  years  has  been  41*7.  It  is  more  than  likely  that 
the  return  of  commercial  prosperity,  producing  an  increased 
amount  of  employment,  will  enable  the  Artizan  classes  to  marry 
in  greater  numbers  than  of  late  years,  and  therefore  it  may  fairly 
be  anticipated  that  there  will  be  an  increased  Birth-rate  in  the 
current  year.

Table  II.  in  the  Appendix  gives  the  number  of  Births 
registered  in  each  District  of  the  Borough,  in  each  quarter, 
together  with  the  rate  per  1,000  for  1880  and  1881. 

The  number  of  Births  in  the  first,  second,  and  fourth 
quarters  was  almost  identical — being  respectively  1,179,  1,173, 
and  1,161.  In  the  third  quarter,  however,  the  number  fell  off  to 
1,074.  The  largest  number  of  Births  occurred  in  North  Bishop¬ 
wearmouth,  namely,  1,446,  while  in  South  Bishopwearmouth  the 
number  was  within  six  of  that  number — 1,440,  and  out-num¬ 
bering  the  Deaths  by  1,151. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  mortality  was  less  than  that 
reported  in  previous  year  by  as  many  as  465  Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  was  2,436,  as  compared  with 
2,901  in  1880. 

The  Annual  Death-rates  was  20 ‘9,  or  a  decrease  of  3*5  per 
1,000  deaths.  Indeed,  with  one  exception — 1876 — the  Borough 
has  not  exhibited  so  small  a  Death-rate  during  the  last  1 1  years.

Taking  into  consideration  the  density  of  the  population,  and 
the  fact  that  this  is  a  manufacturing  town,  the  Death-rate  con¬ 
trasts  very  favourably  with  those  of  other  places  where  the 
populations  are  not  so  dense,  and  the  air  is  not  so  contaminated 
with  manufacturing  impurities  and  smoke. 


The  following  table  shows  the  area,  density  of  population  per 
acre,  and  death-rate,  per  quarter  and  for  the  year,  of  the  1 2  large 
towns  which  are  not  so  crowded  as  Sunderland  : —

As  these  statistics  are  compiled  from  the  quarterly  returns,  the 
Death-rate  will  be  found  to  vary,  although  only  in  a  fractional 
way,  from  the  yearly  returns. 


From  these  figures  it  will  be  noticed  that  there  are  only  four 
of  the  towns,  out  of  the  twelve  large  towns,  that  are  less  dense 
than  Sunderland,  which  have  a  lower  Death-rate.  Comparing  it 
with  Sheffield,  it  appears  that  while  the  Death-rate  for  the  year 
is  nearly  the  same,  yet  the  density  of  the  latter  is  only  14*5 
persons  to  the  acre,  whereas  in  Sunderland  it  is  42-2.  In  a 
similar  manner  it  will  bear  a  favourable  comparison  with  the 
other  towns. 
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The  number  of  Infants  who  died  under  1  year  was  672,  of 
whom  368  were  Males  and  304  Females.  The  causes  of  these 
deaths  will  be  found  more  fully  treated  of  on  page  20  of  this  Age  at  Death 
Report. 


There  were  423  Deaths  among  children  whose  ages  were  over 


12  months,  but  under  5  years.  Among  persons  between  5  and 
15  years  of  age  there  occurred  171  Deaths  ;  between  15  and  25 
there  were  128  ;  and  between  25  and  60  the  number  was  542. 
No  less  than  500  people  were  60  years’  old  and  upwards,  at 
death,  of  whom  5  had  passed  their  90th  year,  one  being  a  male, 
while  four  were  females. 


The  greatest  number  of  Deaths  in  any  one  week  occurred  in 


the  week  ending  Feb.  5,  when  there  were  71  Deaths.

The  least  number  registered  in  any  one  week  was  32,  in  the 
week  ending  June  25th. 

In  only  seven  weeks  did  the  Deaths  reach  the  rate  of  Dr.  Farr’s 
Healthy  Districts — 17*0  per  1,000 — which,  for  the  population  of 
Sunderland,  would  represent  38  Deaths  per  week. 

With  the  exception  of  Sunderland  West,  each  sub-district  Mortality  ir 
exhibited  an  improvement  in  the  Death-rate.  In  that  district, 
however,  the  rate  rose  from  1 7*5  in  1880,  to  28*0  in  1881,  the 
number  of  Deaths  being  170,  as  compared  with  152  in  the 
previous  years.  This  was  principally  caused  by  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  Deaths  from  Bronchitis  and  from  Convulsions. 

There  was  a  diminution  of  Scarlatina,  and  an  almost  entire  absence 
of  all  other  Zymotic  disease  ;  only  one  Death  from  Typhoid  and 
one  from  Typhus  being  registered  during  the  year. 

In  Sunderland  East  there  were  183  Deaths,  representing  a 
Death-rate  of  19 ’6  per  1,000,  shewing  a  decrease  of  54  Deaths, 
and  of  8*4  in  the  rate  per  1,000  of  the  previous  year.  This 
result  was  brought  about  by  a  diminution  in  the  number  of 
Deaths  from  Scarlatina.  There  were  no  Deaths  from  Typhus  or 
Typhoid  Fever. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  North  Bishopwearmouth 
was  790.  171  of  these,  however,  are  to  be  credited  to  the  Union 

Workhouse,  and  4  to  the  House  of  Recovery.  This  will  reduce

the  Death-rate  of  this  District  to  17  1  per  1,000,  which  otherwise 
would  have  been  22-0.  Scarlatina  was  very  prevalent  in  the 
district,  nearly  half  the  Deaths  from  this  disease  being  registered 
here.  More  than  half  the  deaths  from  Typhoid  Fever  were 
also  registered  in  this  district. 

In  the  Southern  part  of  Bishopwearmouth  there  were  745 
Deaths,  inclusive  of  the  Deaths  in  the  Infirmary,  representing  a 
Death-rate  of  1 9  *0  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  of 
Deaths  in  the  Infirmary  was  43,  and  by  deducting  these  from  the 
whole  number  of  Deaths  in  the  district,  the  rate  is  reduced  from 
19*0  to  18’0.  The  rate,  inclusive  of  Infirmary,  was  22*0  per  1,000 
in  1880.  Scarlatina  and  Diarrhoea  were  very  fatal. 

548  Deaths  were  returned  by  the  Registrar  of  the  Monk  wear- 
mouth  district.  This  number  was  153  less  than  that  registered 
in  the  preceding  year.  The  Deaths  were  equal  to  a  rate  of  2  DO 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  The  rate  in  preceding 
year  was  23-4  per  1,000.  Scarlatina  and  Diarrhoea  were  fatally 
prevalent  during  the  Year,  and  Typhoid  Fever  was  excessive. 
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ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 


It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Deaths  from  1881 
Zymotic  Diseases  show  a  large  decrease  on  the  preceding  year’s  REPORT 
returns.  Indeed,  the  number  of  Deaths  is  considerably  less  Zymotic 
than  half  the  number  registered  in  1 880.  The  number  registered  ^ibeases- 
fell  from  737  in  the  latter  year  to  323  in  1881.  This  decrease 

u 

is  not  due  to  the  lesser  prevalence  of  one  particular  disease,  but 
to  all  Zymotic  diseases,  with  the  exception  of  Diphtheria,  which 
shows  an  increase  of  5  Deaths.

These  313  Deaths  represent  a  rate  from  Zymotic  Diseases  of 
2'G  per  1,000  inhabitants.  The  rates  in  1878,  1879,  and  1880 
were  respectively  6 ’4,  3*4,  and  6’ 3. 


In  Sunderland  Parish  there  was  one  Death  from  Typhus  and 
one  from  Typhoid  Fever ;  5  Deaths  from  Scarlatina ;  0  from 
Measles  ;  5  from  Whooping  Cough  ;  12  from  Diarrhoea  ;  and  0 
from  Diphtheria.  The  total  number  of  Zymotic  Deaths  was  24, 
or  a  Death-rate  of  1  5  of  the  estimated  population.  In  1880,  the 
number  of  Deaths  was  88,  and  the  Death-rate,  4*6.

In  Bishop wearmouth  South,  55  Deaths  were  registered — 
Typhoid  Fever,  2  ;  Scarlet  Fever,  22  ;  Whooping  Cough,  14  ; 
and  Diarrhoea,  27  ;  making  a  Death-rate  of  1*4.  The  preceding 
year’s  rate  was  4*2. 

Monkwearmouth,  like  every  other  district,  showed  a  diminu¬ 
tion  of  Zymotic  Disease.  The  Deaths  were — 1  from  Typhus, 
7  from  Typhoid,  55  from  Scarlatina,  1  from  Measles,  7  from 
Whooping  Cough,  27  from  Diarrhoea,  3  from  Diphtheria ;  in  all 
101  Deaths,  which  represent  a  Death-rate  of  3*8  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population.  The  number  of  Deaths  from  Infectious 
Disease,  in  1880,  was  218,  or  a  Death-rate  of  7‘0. 

There  was  less  Enteric  Fever  and  Typhus  Fever  registered  than 
in  1880,  but  exactly  the  same  number  of  Deaths  was  registered  in 
1879  from  the  two  diseases.  The  number  of  Deaths  caused  by 
these  Fevers  was  22  from  Enteric  and  5  from  Typhus  Fever,  or 
a  total  of  27,  making  a  rate  of  0*23.  Last  year  your  Medical 
Officer  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  Enteric  Fever  was  fatally 
prevalent  in  the  Monkwearmouth  Colliery  District,  and  he  then 
gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  nature  of  the  ground  upon  which 
the  houses  have  been  built  was  the  reason  of  so  much  Fever. 

This  year,  in  the  same  streets,  while  there  were  only  3  Deaths 
reported,  yet  from  enquiry,  Inspector  McKay  discovered  no  less 
than  31  non  fatal  cases  of  Fever.  These  streets  are  Bond  Street, 
Wayinan  Street,  Chilton  Street,  Eglinton  Street,  and  Long  Row. 
There  were  no  less  than  14  of  these  Fever  cases  in  Chilton 
Street.

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In  every  instance,  the  house  in  which  Fever  occurred  was  1881 
carefully  examined  by  the  late  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Yeld,  any  REPORT, 
existing  Sanitary  defects  were  pointed  out,  and  every  precaution 
was  taken,  as  in  the  previous  year,  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of 
the  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  again  epidemic,  although,  it  is  gratifying  to  Scarlet  Fever 

be  able  to  say,  in  a  less  virulent  form  than  in  the  previous  year. 

There  were  145  Deaths  registered  from  this  disease.  76  Males 

and  69  Females.  There  were  5  Deaths  of  Infants,  17  of  Children 

between  12  months’  and  2  years’  old;  but  the  greatest  number 

of  fatal  cases  occurred  among  children  between  2  and  5  years’  of 

age,  viz.,  69.  There  were  42  Deaths  among  Children  between  5 

and  10  years’  old,  and  only  8  in  persons  over  the  last-mentioned 
age. 

The  Deaths  were  divided  among  the  Districts  as  follows — 

Sunderland  Parish,  5  ;  Bishopwearmouth  North,  63 ;  Bishop- 
wearmouth  South,  22 ;  and  Monkwearmouth,  55. 

Measles  was  almost  unknown  during  the  year ;  and  any  non-  Measles, 
fatal  cases  that  were  reported  to  the  Authority  were  of  a  very 
mild  type.  Only  3  Deaths  were  registered  from  this  disease — 
one  of  which  occurred  in  Monkwearmouth,  and  2  in  Bishopwear¬ 
mouth  South.  In  the  previous  year  there  were  99  Deaths. 

Whooping  Cough  statistics  show  there  were  40  Deaths  from  Whooping 
this  disease.  1 4  Deaths  were  registered  in  Bishopwearmouth  ^0USl1* 
North;  14  in  Bishopwearmouth  South;  7  in  Monkwearmouth; 
and  5  in  Sunderland  Parish.  The  Disease  was  most  fatal  among 
Infants,  of  whom  17  died,  and  Children  between  1  and  2  years’ 
old,  of  whom  12  died.  All  the  Deaths,  with  one  exception, 
occurred  among  children  under  5  years  of  age.  There  were  73 
fatal  cases  in  1880. 

Diphtheria  caused  8  Deaths,  which  were  distributed  as  Diphtheria, 
follows  :  3  in  Bishopwearmouth  North  ;  2  in  Bishopwearmouth 
South ;  and  3  in  Monkwearmouth.  There  were  only  3  Deaths 
registered  in  the  previous  year. 

Diarrhoea,  in  common  with  the  other  Zymotic  Diseases,  shows  Diarrhcea. 
a  large  decrease  in  the  number  of  Deaths  as  compared  with  the 
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number  announced  in  the  last  Annual  Report.  Then  there  were 
208  Deaths,  while  now  there  are  90.  The  Deaths  from  this 
Disease  during  the  last  four  years  were  as  follows  : —

LOCAL  DISEASES. 


1881 
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There  were  2,436  Deaths  from  Local  Diseases. 

The  Deaths  from  Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs  represent 
18-9  per  cent,  of  the  total  Deaths  registered  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year,  and  numbered  459. 

Bronchitis  heads  the  list  with  280  Deaths.  As  is  so  frequently 
the  case,  by  far  too  large  a  proportion  of  these  Deaths  were  among 
Infants,  of  whom  65  died.  It  is  not  so  surprising  to  find  among 
old  people,  over  60,  who,  from  one  cause  or  another,  are  compelled 
to  expose  themselves  to  the  severity  of  the  weather,  that  there 
were  99  Deaths.  Impaired  vital  energy  at  their  age  does  not 
enable  them  to  resist  the  effects  of  cold,  and  hence  they  quickly 
succumb.  I  allude  more  fully  to  Infantile  Deaths  from  this 
cause  under  the  head  of  “  Infantile  Mortality.”

Bronchitis. 


Pneumonia  was  the  cause  of  123  Deaths,  of  whom  30  were  Pneumonia. 
Infants,  and  12  persons  over  60  years’  old.  It  was  very  fatal 
among  children  between  1  and  5  years’  old,  of  whom  36  died. 


The  Deaths  from  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  shewed  an  increase 
on  previous  annual  return,  the  number  then  being  382,  while 
now  it  is  403. 

There  were  5  Deaths  registered  from  Asthma,  compared  with  Asthma. 

2  in  previous  year. 

Of  all  the  458  Deaths  from  Respiratory  affections,  208  were  Ages  at Deatl 
children  under  5  years,  of  whom  107  were  Infants;  11  were  5 
and  under  15  years;  4  were  between  15  and  under  25  years  ; 

21  were  between  25  and  40;  30  between  40  and  50;  58  were 
between  50  and  60;  61  were  between  60  and  70  ;  53  between 
70  and  80;  and  12  between  80  and  100  years  of  age. 

The  highest  Death-rate  from  Respiratory  diseases  was  recorded 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  when  the  very  severe  weather 
was  particularly  fatal  to  people  in  advanced  life. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  greatest  mortality  occurred  among 
Infants,  and  people  who  had  passed  the  meridian  of  life,  which 
proves  that  the  power  to  resist  Bronchial  attacks  is  very  small 
among  the  former,  and  not  very  great  among  adults  as  they 
advance  into  the  fifth  decade.

In  the  Workhouse,  of  the  171  Deaths  which  occurred  there, 
29  were  referred  to  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  system.

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Now,  it  would  naturally  be  expected  that  the  district  in  which 
the  houses  were  most  crowded,  and  also  in  which  the  inhabitants 
were  poorest,  would  give  the  largest  mortality  from  Pulmonary 
Consumption.  The  foregoing  figures  do  not,  however,  show  this, 
for  while  the  rate  per  1,000  of  population  is  14  in  Bishopwear- 
rnouth  North,  with  only  6*5  inhabitants  to  a  house,  yet  in 
Sunderland  districts,  in  which  there  are  as  many  as  10-7  and  9  -2 
occupants  per  house,  the  Death-rates  are  only  0  7  and  1*5  per 
1,000  inhabitants. 

An  explanation  of  this  state  of  things,  which  seems  contrary 
to  the  accepted  theory,  that  the  more  the  overcrowding,  the 
more  will  be  the  pulmonary  complaints,  is  very  soon  rendered. 
In  Sunderland  Districts  there  is  a  very  poor-class  of  people — 
many  of  whom  seem  to  have  no  fixed  employment,  but  live  in 
a  vicarious  manner.  They  are  not  well  enough  off  to  pay  into 
the  various  sick  clubs  to  enable  them  during  illness  to  be 
supported  at  home,  and  they  are,  therefore,  compelled  at  such  a 
time  to  apply  to  the  Parish  for  relief  in  the  Union,  where  they 
die.  By  far  the  greater  number  of  the  Common  Lodging  Houses 
are  also  situated  in  the  Sunderland  District,  and  the  occupants 
of  these  are  also  forced  to  enter  the  Union  Hospital,  when  over¬ 
taken  by  disease. 

From  information  kindly  afforded  by  Mr.  S.  S.  Hodgson, 
Clerk  to  the  Guardians,  I  have  ascertained  that  of  the  26  Deaths 
from  Phthisis  in  the  Union  Hospital,  6  belonged  to  Sunderland 
East,  11  to  Sunderland  West,  3  to  Bishopwearmouth  North, 
1  to  Bishopwearmouth  South,  and  2  to  Monkwearmouth.

Of  the  188  Deaths  in  1881,  13  were  those  of  Children  under 
5  years  of  age,  3  of  whom  were  under  a  year  old;  10  Deaths 
occurred  between  5  and  10  years  of  age  ;  10  between  10  and  15 
years;  56  between  15  and  25  years;  17  between  25  and  30 
years;  34  between  30  and  40  years;  30  between  40  and  50 
years  ;  10  between  50  and  60  ;  7  between  60  and  70  ;  and  1 
between  70  and  80  years. 


From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  Consumption  was  most 
fatal  at  that  period  of  life  when  the  youth  is  merging  into  the 
full-grown  man,  viz.,  between  15  and  25  years  of  age. 

Heart  Disease  There  were  117  Deaths  referred  to  Disease  of  the  Heart — 57 
Males  and  60  Females. 


At  first  sight,  it  seems  strange  that  there  should  be  more 
Deaths  among  females  than  males,  inasmuch  as  the  latter  are 
necessarily,  from  their  occupations,  constantly  exercising  the 
heart  to  a  greater  extent  than  the  former.  The  returns,  however, 
disclose  the  fact,  that  whereas  between  the  age  of  15  and  50,  or 
at  that  period  when  men  toil  most  heavily,  there  were  29  Deaths 
among  men,  whereas  there  were  only  23  Deaths  among  women. 
On  the  other  hand,  in  the  later  period  of  life,  i.e.,  from  50  to  90, 
the  case  was  reversed,  and  the  returns  give  only  25  Male  Deaths 
to  35  Females. 


The  Males  were — Boatbuilders,  2  ;  Boilermaker,  1  ;  Engine 
Fitter,  1  ;  Fishmonger,  1  ;  Labourers,  6  ;  Master  Mariner,  2  ; 
Miners,  5  ;  Potter,  1;  Ropemaker,  1  ;  Hi vetters,  3;  Shipwrights, 
5  ;  Seamen,  3  ;  Shoemakers,  3  ;  Stationer,  1  ;  Shipbuilder,  1  ; 
Tailor,  l  ;  Upholsterer,  1. 
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The  disease  was  most  fatal  among  those  trades — men  who  1881 
perform  heavy,  manual  labour — viz.,  Miners,  Shipwrights,  and  REPORT. 
Bivetters. 

There  were  413  Deaths  from  Diseases  of  the  Brain  and  Diseases  of 

Nervous  System,  223  of  which  were  Males,  and  196  Females.  and  Nervous 

System. 

As  usual,  the  largest  proportion,  over  50  per  cent.,  of  the 
Deaths  occurred  among  Children  under  5  years  of  age,  and  over 
34  per  cent,  among  Infants,  of  whom  the  major  portion  died 
from  Convulsions. 

There  were  104  Deaths  among  people  aged  60  years  and 
upwards. 

151  Deaths  were  referred  to  Convulsions;  90  to  Paralysis  ; 

83  to  Inflammation  of  the  Brain ;  and  56  to  Apoplexy. 

Apoplexy  was  most  fatal  among  Shipwrights,  and  Paralysis 
among  Labourers,  Shipwrights,  and  Seamen. 

There  were  61  more  Deaths  registered  from  this  class  of  com¬ 
plaints  than  in  1880. 

No  less  than  259  of  the  total  Deaths  occurred  in  Bishop  wear- 
mouth. 

To  Diseases  of  the  Digestive  System  148  Deaths  were  ascribed,  Diseases  of 

36  of  which  were  caused  by  Liver  Disease,  including  13  Deaths  theDigestive 

d  °  System. 

from  Cirrhosis  of  that  Organ,  a  disease  generally  caused  by 
Intemperance.  Teething  was  credited  with  20  Deaths ;  Inflam¬ 
mation  of  the  Bowels  with  16,  and  Inflammation  of  the  Stomach 
with  7.  Peritonitis  caused  the  Death  of  18  persons;  Diabetes,  6  ; 
Intussusception,  6  ;  Intestinal  Obstruction,  9  ;  and  Hernia,  6. 

39  Deaths  were  registered  as  Diseases  of  the  Urinary  System.  Diseases  of 
Of  these  Deaths  10  were  referred  to  Bright’s  Disease,  17  to  other  ^^naDr 
Kidney  Disease,  and  4  to  Bladder  Disease. 

6  women  died  in  labour ;  one  of  these  cases  was  Placenta  Childbirth

Puerperal  Fever,  Puerperal  Eclampsia,  and  Puerperal  Peri¬ 
tonitis,  were  fatal  in  14  instances  ;  and  to  Pregnancy,  1  Death  is 
ascribed.  Uterine  and  Ovarian  Diseases  caused  6  Deaths. 
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1881  11  Deaths  were  registered  from  Intemperance,  and  if  to  them 

REPORT.  are  addecl  the  13  Deaths  from  Cirrhosis  of  the  Liver,  which  in 
Intemperance  all  probability,  indeed  to  a  certainty,  were  caused  by  excessive 
drinking,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  heavy  penalty  has  been  paid  for 
appeasing  an  insatiable  appetite. 


INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  statistics  of  Infantile  Deaths  are  never  agreeable  reading. 
To  any  one,  with  even  a  little  feeling  for  suffering  humanity,  they 
must  carry  with  them  the  sad  consciousness  that  many  of  the 
Deaths  of  the  Little  Ones  are  caused  unnecessarily,  and  that  there 
are  many  which  can  only  be  ascribed  to  the  ignorance,  careless¬ 
ness,  neglect,  or  the  vicious  habits  of  the  mothers. 

There  is  a  sad  lack  of  knowledge  among  the  mothers  of  the 
upper  classes  of  England  of  the  means  that  should  be  adopted  to 
rear  their  infant  children.  It  is  hardly  any  wonder,  then,  when 
there  is  this  ignorance  in  the  superior  grades  of  society,  that  the 
labouring  classes  should  be  steeped  in  the  darkest  abyss  of 
ignorance  as  to  the  correct  manner  in  which  to  feed  their  Infants. 

The  cause  of  the  great  mortality  among  Infants  is  a  social 
question  that  is  steadily  coming  to  the  front.  People,  who  a 
few  years  since,  were  totally  ignorant  of  the  common  facts  con¬ 
cerning  the  health  of  towns,  have  now,  thanks  to  the  stimulus 
given  to  Sanitation  by  the  Public  Health  Act  of  1875,  awoke 
from  their  slumbers,  and  have  begun  to  study  the  vital  statistics 
of  their  town  and  district.  Here  in  Sunderland,  I  know,  even 
from  my  short  experience,  that  the  weekly  summary  of  the 
Health  of  the  Borough,  which  is  issued  from  the  Health  Office, 
is  looked  for,  and  carefully  read  by  very  many  people.  This  is 
a  satisfactory  sign  of  the  times,  and  one  that  ought  to  be  fostered 
in  every  way. 

It  cannot  be  too  forcibly  impressed  on  people  that  the  first 
cause  of  heavy  Death-rates,  is,  as  a  rule,  heavy  mortality  among 
Infants  who  have  not  reached  their  first  year. 
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An  attentive  perusal  of  the  following  table,  which  I  have 
drawn  up,  will  impress  on  the  mind  how  great  is  the  mortality 
of  Infants  even  in  Sunderland. 
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•  The  knowledge  that  it  is  the  heavy  mortality  in  the  first  year  of 
life,  that  makes  the  Death-rate  so  high,  ought  to  stimulate  every 
one  who  understands  the  matter,  to  use  every  means  in  his  or 
her  power  to  teach  the  people  how  to  bring  up  their  children. 

In  1880,  my  predecessor  had  large  numbers  of  small  hand-bills 
printed,  and  distributed  throughout  the  Borough,  containing  a 
series  of  instructions  as  to  the  care  and  feeding  of  Children. 

Such  efforts  as  these  cannot  be  too  highly  praised  •  but  a  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  can  do  comparatively  little  if  he  be  not  assisted 
by  some  organization,  particularly  of  ladies,  who  would  under¬ 
take  to  visit  the  Mothers  at  their  homes.  I  would  rejoice  to  see 
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in  this  town,  and  in  every  town,  a  Branch  of  the  Ladies’  Sanitary 
Association.  I  am  certain  that  the  Secretary  of  that  Association 
would  gladly  afford  every  assistance  to  any  ladies  who  would 
undertake  to  establish  a  branch  in  Sunderland.  Or  if  this  can¬ 
not  be  done,  I  would  strongly  urge  upon  the  Committee  of 
Management  of  the  Children’s  Hospital,  which,  when  established, 
had  for  its  second  object  the  prevention  of  disease  among 
Children — to  be  accomplished  by  district  visiting — to  carry 
out  that  most  laudable  design  ;  and  upon  the  various  Religious 
Denominations  to  enlarge  the  functions  of  the  “  Dorcas  Meeting,” 
the  “  Sewing  Meeting,”  and  of  the  “  District  Visitors.”  I 
would  suggest  that  the  ladies  who  devote  their  time  to  clothing 
the  body  of  the  needy,  and  to  giving  them  Spiritual  comfort, 
should  at  the  same  time  diffuse  a  knowledge  of  the  rudiments 
of  Hygiene,  so  far  as  it  is  applied  to  the  household,  and 
particularly  to  the  nurture  of  Children,  by  advice  and  the 
distribution  of  Sanitary  tracts.  These  tracts  are  published  in 
hundreds  by  the  Ladies’  Sanitary  Association,  and  are  written 
by  some  of  the  ablest  medical  men  in  the  kingdom,  and  by  ladies 
who  are  devoting  their  lives  to  the  amelioration  of  the  sufferings 
of  the  poor.  These  tracts  do  not  touch  on  religious  matters. 

During  these  visits  the  ladies  would  have  many  opportunities 
of  teaching  the  mothers  how  to  feed  their  children,  and  on  what 
to  feed  them.  They  could  point  out  the  necessity  of  rearing  the 
children  to  a  certain  age  on  milk — and  milk  alone — and  inform 
them  when  they  might  begin  to  feed  the  children  on  more  solid 
food.  They  could  also  point  out  to  them  the  necessity  of  keeping 
the  infants’  feeding  bottles  scrupulously  clean,  and  in  many  ways, 
by  a  timely  word,  ward  off  from  the  little  innocents  the  dreadful 
attack  of  convulsions,  or  diarrhoea,  nearly  as  bad.  To  instruct 
the  mothers  how  to  make  clothes,  which  at  present  are  far  too 
heavy  and  difficult  to  put  on — so  that  baby  may  be  readily 
dressed  or  undressed  without  turning  him  backwards  and 
forwards,  upwards  and  downwards — would  be  part  of  their  duty. 
They  could,  at  the  same  time,  point  out  the  dangers  arising  from 
exposing  the  arms  and  chests  of  the  little  ones,  and  the  great 
dangers  incurred  in  the  process  of  making  a  child  “  hardy.” 
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They  could  teach  women  about  to  become  mothers,  how  best  to 
care  for  their  health,  that  their  infants  may  be  healthy.  These, 
and  many  matters  affecting  the  children  and  the  household,  could 
be  dwelt  on  and  enforced  in  a  conversational  manner. 

An  analysis  of  the  2,436  Deaths  registered  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year,  shows  that  1,095  were  Children  under  5  years’ 
old,  while  of  these  no  less  than  672  were  Infants  who  had  not 
reached  the  end  of  their  first  year  in  life,  and  203  who  attained 
their  first  year  had  not  completed  their  second  year.  220 
survived  their  second  year,  but  did  not  live  to  their  fifth. 

Last  year  the  Deaths  among  Children  under  5  years’  of  age 
shewed  a  reduction  of  392  on  the  previous  year’s  return.  This 
large  decrease  was  due  to  the  almost  entire  absence  of  Measles, 
and  to  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  Deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever.

This  table  is  very  instructive.  It  is  noticeable  that  in  the  3 
districts  in  which  the  houses  are  most  crowded,  the  Death-rate 
among  Children  is  heaviest,  and  the  percentage  of  these  Deaths, 
to  the  total  number  of  Deaths  registered,  is  greatest.

If  the  Lodging  Houses,  where  there  are  never  Deaths,  in 
Sunderland  Parish,  he  deducted,  from  the  reckoning,  it  would 
reduce  the  number  of  occupants  per  house  somewhat,  but  not 
sufficient  to  appreciably  alter  the  fact  that  in  this  district  the 
houses  are  very  crowded.  The  people  for  the  most  part  live  in 
tenements  in  Monkwearmouth  and  in  Sunderland  Parish,  and  it 
is  there  that  the  highest  Death-rates  among  Children  are 
chronicled. 

In  the  Sunderland  Parish,  the  people  are  very  poor,  and  live 
in  wretched  houses,  situated  in  narrow  lanes  ;  while  in  Monk¬ 
wearmouth,  although  the  people  are  of  a  better  class,  pitmen  and 
artizans,  and  the  streets  are  more  open,  yet  notwithstanding  this^ 
the  extra  risk  of  infection  that  Children  incur  in  tenemented 
dwellings,  together  with  the  large  number  of  occupants  per 
house,  have  had  considerable  effect  in  increasing  the  mortality 
among  them. 

The  diseases  which  proved  most  fatal  to  Infants  under  12 
months’  old,  during  the  year,  are  exhibited  in  the  following 
table,  which  also  gives  the  number  of  Births,  and  the  Deaths 
from  all  causes  under  5  years. 


These  figures  are  a  melancholy  record  of  the  sufferings  of 
Infants  born  in  this  town. 


On  carefully  going  through  the  causes  of  Death,  I  think  many 
of  them  may  fairly  be  claimed  as  Deaths  which  have  occurred 
from  purely  Preventable  causes.  Among  these,  Whooping  Cough

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may  be  said  to  have  sacrificed  some  lives  that  might  have  been 
spared,  were  it  not  for  the  practice,  so  general  everywhere,  of 
people  taking  their  children  into  houses  where  the  disease  is 
prevalent.  Of  all  Zymotic  diseases,  there  is  none  which  seems 
to  strike  parents  with  less  dread  than  this  complaint ;  for  they, 
who  would  never  dream  of  bringing  children  into  a  house  where 
Scarlatina,  or  Measles,  is  present,  will,  without  hesitation,  take 
them  among  Children  with  Whooping  Cough.  And  yet  it  is 
very  fatal  among  Infants,  because  they  have  not  the  strength  to 
withstand  the  strain  it  throws  on  their  system. 

Convulsions  and  Dentition  caused  123  Deaths — a  very  large 
number — the  greater  portion  of  which  must  be  considered  as 
unnecessary  deaths.  Now,  to  Dentition  are  ascribed  8  Deaths, 
as  the  primary  cause,  but  the  secondary  cause  is,  as  a  rule, 
Convulsions.  From  my  own  experience  in  a  large  club  practice, 
which  consisted,  for  the  greater  part,  of  Children,  I  can  declare 
that  I  never  saw  a  Death  that  I  could  truly  ascribe  to  Dentition. 
Dentition  is  a  natural  process  just  as  much  as  the  growth  of  the 
body,  and  in  itself,  I  believe,  never,  or  rarely,  kills.  But 
unfortunately  mothers  and  nurses  do  not  exhibit  that  care  and 
attention  in  the  selection  of  the  nourishment  given  to  the  Infants 
which  their  age  requires,  and  which  is  so  necessary  for  their  well¬ 
being,  and  indeed  their  life. 

Although  Sunderland  is  by  no  means  the  worst  of  the  great 
towns  in  respect  of  Infantile  Deaths,  yet  I  think  the  following 
table  is  one  to  ponder  on,  and  to  cause  thinking  people  to  pause 
a  moment  to  consider  if  something  can  not  be  done  to  prevent 
the  waste  of  life  annually  going  on.

No  person,  who  is  at  all  familiar  with  the  manner  in  which 
children  are  reared,  can  doubt  that  many  of  these  Deaths  were 
preventable.  Taking  Convulsions  for  an  example  :  it  is  a  known 
fact  that  in  Scotland  only  six  Infants  die  in  every  1,000 
Infants  born ;  whereas  in  Sunderland  the  rate  is  39  Deaths  in 
every  1,000  ;  the  average  number  for  England  being  35. 

The  Registrar  General  for  Scotland  has  inquired  into  this 
matter,  and  a  few  years  ago,  in  a  remarkable  letter  to  Dr.  Farr, 
says  that  the  cause  of  so  great  difference  in  the  number  of  Deaths 
from  this  cause  is  that  “  as  a  rule,  no  spoon  meat  of  any  kind  is 
given  to  Infants  in  Scotland  until  nine  months  from  birth  are 
expired,  or  until  the  child  has  cut  his  front  teeth.” 

I  feel  convinced  that  much  may  be  done  in  Sunderland  to 
teach  the  people  how  to  feed  their  children.  Instruction  is 
undoubtedly  required  to  be  given  to  the  people,  and  I  therefore 
intend,  if  allowed  by  the  Committee,  to  promote  the  enlargement 
of  the  functions  of  the  Children’s  Hospital,  or  if  this  be  not 
possible,  to  organize  a  Society  of  Ladies,  based  on  the  principle  of 
the  Ladies’  Sanitary  Association,  whose  work  will  be  to  diffuse 
the  necessary  knowledge  among  the  humbler  classes. 

The  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever,  which  proved  so  fatal  in  1880, 
considerably  abated  during  the  year,  the  number  of  Deaths  being 
145,  compared  with  312  in  1880  ;  of  the  145  Deaths,  95  were  of 
children  under  5  years’  old,  whereas  in  1880  the  number  was  184.

The  number  of  Deaths  is  the  lowest  since  the  year  1877,  but 
still  it  is  excessive,  and  is  due  in  a  great  measure,  the  Inspectors 
inform  me,  to  the  great  negligence  which  parents,  among  the 
poorer  classes,  exhibit  in  allowing  their  children  to  mix  with 
children  recovering  from  the  disease,  and  also  in  sending  children 
to  school  from  infected  houses.  In  all  large  towns,  no  matter 
how  good  their  sanitary  condition,  there  is  always  a  certain 
amount  of  sickness  from  this  complaint.  It  seems  almost  hopeless 
to  endeavour  to  eradicate  it  thoroughly,  nevertheless  a  great  deal 
can  be  done  by  proper  precautions  to  check  its  spread.  Such 
precautions  were  taken  during  the  past  two  years  by  the  late 
Dr.  Yeld,  and  the  Inspectors  under  him,  and  the  result  has  been 
most  gratifying,  as  proved  by  the  lessened  number  of  Deaths  in 
1881.  Many  lives  would  have  been  saved,  I  am  informed,  if  there 
had  been  an  early  notification  of  the  disease.  Unfortunately, 
comparatively  few  Medical  Men,  or  householders,  gave  informa¬ 
tion,  and  it  was  generally  when  the  Death  Returns  for  the  week 
arrived  that  the  knowledge  of  the  locality  of  the  disease  was 
discovered. 

Since  my  arrival  here,  in  consequence  of  information  I  acci¬ 
dentally  received,  I  discovered  that  during  last  September,  Scarlet 
Fever  existed  in  a  Milk  Dairy.  I  therefore  made  an  enquiry  in 
the  neighbourhood  among  the  people  in  whose  homes  deaths  from 
Scarlet  Fever  had  occurred,  and  found  that  in  four  instances, 
people  were  supplied  by  milk  from  the  infected  source  ;  but  it  is 
unknown,  through  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  information,  how 
many  non-fatal  cases  owed  their  origin  to  the  same  source.  From 
this  it  is  only  reasonable  to  conclude  that,  if  the  presence  of 
Scarlet  Fever  had  been  notified  in  the  first  instance,  these  deaths 
might  never  have  happened. 

Last  year,  as  in  1880,  the  disease  was  least  prevalent  in 
Sunderland  Parish.  The  number  of  cases,  at  all  ages,  in  each

Ninety-live  of  these  Deaths  were  among  Children  under 
5  years. 

It  is  not  a  little  noticeable  that  in  the  Sunderland  Parish, 
which  is  the  poorest  district,  and  also  that  in  which  there  are  the 
greatest  number  of  people  per  house,  there  was  less  Fever. 

Only  3  Deaths  from  Measles  were  registered  during  the  year, 
as  compared  with  99  in  the  previous  twelve  months. 

Last  year,  the  Medical  Officer,  in  alluding  to  Measles,  remarked 
“  That  it  was  somewhat  curious  to  observe  that  during  the  last 
six  years  an  epidemic  of  Measles  has  occurred  every  other  year. 
The  immunity  from  the  disease  enjoyed  one  year  being  followed 
by  an  increased  and  excessive  mortality  in  the  next.” 

It  is  certainly  remarkable  that  last  year  was  no  exception  to 
the  apparent  rule,  for  the  usual  immunity  followed  the  epidemic 
of  1880.

The  greater  proportion  of  Deaths  occurred  among  Infants 
under  12  months — 17  Deaths  being  registered  at  this  age. 

1 2  were  between  1  and  2  years’  old  ;  1 0  between  2  and  5  years ; 
and  1  between  5  and  10  years. 

Like  the  other  Zymotic  Diseases,  Diarrhoeal  Deaths  display  a  Diarrhoea, 
gratifying  diminution  when  compared  with  the  previous  year, 
and  indeed  also  bear  favourable  comparison  with  any  year  since 
1871,  as  the  following  table  clearly  indicates  : —

In  the  Autumn  months — i.e.,  from  July  9th  to  October  1st — 
no  less  than  62  out  of  the  90  Deaths,  or  just  two-thirds  of  the 
whole  number,  occurred. 

Many  reasons  have  been  ascribed  for  the  wave  of  Diarrhoea 

which  sweeps  England  during  the  Autumn,  but  none  of  them,  to 

my  mind,  can,  as  yet,  be  considered  satisfactory.  No  doubt  the 

elaborate  investigation,  ordered  by  the  Local  Government  Board, 

and  at  present  being  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  Drs. 

Ballard  &  Power,  will  elicit  many  facts  which  may  elucidate  the 

cause  or  causes — for  I  believe  there  is  more  than  one — of  a 

phenomenon  which  has  hitherto  puzzled  Sanitarians.

From  this  table  it  will  be  perceived  that  in  the  years  in  which 


the  Mean  Temperature  was  highest,  with  a  moderate  Daily 
Range,  the  number  of  Deaths  was  greatest,  as  in  1878.  Again, 
in  the  years  1875  and  1880,  the  Temperatures  were  nearly  the 
same,  but  the  Daily  Range  of  Temperature  differed  by  nearly 
4°  F.,  and  the  Rainfall  by  nearly  an  inch  ;  yet  we  notice  that  in 
1875,  notwithstanding  the  greater  moisture,  there  was  less  than 
half  the  number  of  Infantile  Deaths  that  there  was  in  1880. 
From  these  facts  it  would  appear  that  it  is  not  so  much  a  high 
Temperature,  with  considerable  moisture,  as  a  high  temperature 
with  a  small  Daily  Range,  and  a  moderate  amount  of  Rainfall, 
that  is  a  cause  of  Diarrhoea. 

The  subjoined  table  gives  the  Meteorological  conditions  under 
which  the  Deaths,  at  various  ages,  from  Diarrhoea,  took  place

In  this  table  it  will  be  observed  that  the  largest  number  of  1881 
Deaths  among  Infants,  under  1  year,  occurred  between  the  ages  of  REPORT. 
6  and  12  months.  When  it  is  remembered  that  it  is  just  at  this 
age  that  Babies  are  given  a  little  of  “  whatever  is  going  ”  to 
appease  their  cravings,  or  to  stop  their  cries,  it  is  only  reasonable 
to  ascribe  many  of  the  Deaths  to  improper  feeding. 

Nine  Deaths  were  registered  under  the  head  of  Syphilis — a  Syphilis, 
sad  testimony  to  the  vice  and  depraved  habits  of  some  parents.

During  the  last  eight  years  as  many  as  78  children  have  died 
in  Sunderland  from  this  cause ;  and  it  is,  indeed,  difficult  to 
imagine  how  many  little  ones  have  grown  up  with  an  inheritance, 
the  most  truly  shocking  that  men  can  bequeath  to  their  offspring, 
often  resulting  in  a  life  of  suffering,  and  inflicting  a  blot  on  the 
human  race.

And  these  figures  do  not  represent,  by  any  means,  I  believe,  the 
numbers  who  died  from  the  disease.  Medical  Men  are  very 
often  placed  in  a  serious  difficulty  when  giving  a  Death  certificate 
to  parents  whose  child  has  died  from  Syphilis,  lest  in  ascribing 
the  Death  to  the  proper  cause,  they  should  be  the  means  of  causing 
a  life  long  feud  between  husband  and  wife,  and  of  making  the 
innocent  suffer  with  the  guilty. 

The  Deaths  from  Lung  Diseases  among  Infants  under  1  year 
old,  were  given  in  a  table  on  page  24  of  the  Report. 

The  total  number  of  Children  under  5  years,  who  died  from 
Bronchitis,  was  116;  Pneumonia,  66  ;  Pleurisy,  1  ;  Laryngitis,

Deaths  from  Diseases  of  the  Cerebro-Spinal  Systems  were  very 
numerous  among  Children,  and  showed  an  increase  over  the 
preceding  year.  The  total  number  of  Deaths  was  217,  compared 
with  182  in  1880,  or  an  increase  of  35.  The  217  Deaths  were 
chiefly  caused  by  Inflammation  of  the  Brain,  5  9,  and  Convulsions, 
147.  Twenty-seven  Infants  under  12  months  died  from  the 
former  complaint,  and  115  from  the  latter.  These  Deaths,  as  is 
usually  the  case,  occurred  among  the  poorer  classes. 

The  wasting  diseases  of  Infancy,  Marasmus  Atrophy  and 
Debility  occasioned  164  Deaths  among  Infants  under  1  year,  and 
15  between  that  age  and  5  years. 

Many  of  the  Infants  were  improperly  fed,  and  not  kept  clean, 
and  there  was  a  general  want  of  care  in  their  bringing  up,  and 
neglect  in  properly  attending  to  them. 

Just  before  his  death,  Dr.  Yeld  had  commenced  an  inquiry 
into  the  general  conditions  that  prevailed  where  these  Deaths 
occurred,  but  I  regret  to  say  that  I  have  been  unable  to  find  the 
notes  which  he  is  known  to  have  made  concerning  them. 

Under  the  heading  Premature  Birth,  65  Deaths  were  registered 
in  the  Registration  Sub-Districts.  Of  these  Deaths  13  took  place 
in  Sunderland  Parish  ;  16  in  Bishop wearmouth  North  ;  16  in 
Bishopwearmouth  South  ;  and  20  in  Monkwearmouth. 

Accidents  caused  the  Deaths  of  22  Children  under  5  years, 
9  of  whom  had  not  reached  the  1 2th  month.  The  causes  of  Death 
were — Accidentally  Killed,  3 ;  Scalds,  6 ;  Suffocated,  7  ;  Bleeding 
of  Umbilical  Cord,  1  ;  Poisoned,  1  ;  and  Asphyxia,  1.

Twenty-eight  of  these  cases  were  received  into  the  House  of 
Recovery,  where  they  were  treated  either  by  their  own  private 
Medical  Practitioner,  or  by  the  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

On  June  23rd  Dr.  Yeld  reported  two  cases  of  Smallpox  to  Smallpox, 
the  Health  Committee,  the  particulars  of  their  outbreak  being  as 
follows  : — One  case  occurred  at  27,  Colliery  Square,  Monkw ear- 
mouth,  and  the  other  at  7,  Edward  Burdis  Street,  South  wick, 
some  200  or  300  yards  outside  the  Borough  boundary.  Dr. 

McKay  intimated  to  the  Medical  Officer  that  there  was  a  case  at 
27,  Colliery  Square,  and  the  latter  at  once  visited  the  house,  and 
found  Francis  Coonibe,  28  years  of  age,  suffering  from  the  disease. 
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The  patient,  it  appears,  had,  up  to  a  recent  date,  been  lodging  at 
60,  Devonshire  Street,  with  another  man  whose  occupation  took 
him  frequently  to  Newcastle.  Coombes  is  a  Miner  in  Monkwear- 
mouth  Colliery,  and  had  not  been  out  of  the  town  for  months 
previously.  It  is  uncertain  how  he  contracted  the  disease,  unless 
it  was  brought  from  Newcastle.  He  took  ill  on  June  13th. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  on  which  the  above  case  was 
reported,  Dr.  Allen,  of  Soutliwick,  informed  Dr.  Yeld  of  a 
second  case  of  Smallpox  at  7,  Edward  Burdis  Street,  South  wick. 
As  the  Local  Board  of  South  wick  has  no  Hospital  of  any  kind, 
it  was  resolved,  with  the  concurrence  of  Dr.  Ayre  Smith,  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  South  wick,  and  of  Dr.  Allen,  to  remove  the 
patient  (a  woman)  to  the  House  of  Recovery.  In  this  case  no 
evidence  was  forthcoming  to  enable  the  Medical  Officers  to  trace 
the  source  of  infection.  By  a  singular  coincidence  the  two 
persons  took  ill  on  the  same  date,  June  13th. 

The  prompt  isolation  of  these  cases  at  once  arrested  the  spread 
of  the  disease. 

Two  evenings  prior  to  his  death,  Dr.  Yeld  visited  two  cases  of 
Smallpox,  under  the  care  of  Dr.  Drink  water,  but  as  proper 
precautions  had  been  taken  for  their  isolation,  they  were  not 
removed  from  their  homes. 

Just  previous  to  the  occurrence  of  these  cases,  and  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  severe  epidemic  of  Smallpox  in  London,  and  the 
possibility  of  persons  coming  to  this  town  suffering  from  the 
disease,  circulars  were  issued  to  the  Medical  Profession  in  the 
Borough,  requesting  them  to  give  immediate  information  of  any 
case  which  should  come  under  their  notice. 

A  large  bill  was  also  posted  throughout  the  Borough  pointing 
out  the  evil  results  of  neglecting  Vaccination,  and  inviting  persons 
to  have  themselves  and  their  children  re-vaccinated. 

The  following  correspondence,  having  reference  to  the  danger 
of  Smallpox  being  introduced  into  the  Borough  by  vessels  trading 
between  London  and  Sunderland,  took  place  between  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Privy 
Council  : —

“  To  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Privy  Council. 

“  My  Lords, 

“  I  am  directed  by  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Corporation  of  Sun¬ 
derland  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  great  danger  there  is  of  Smallpox 
being  introduced  into  this  Borough  by  means  of  vessels  trading  between 
London  and  this  Port.  It  appears  that  coasting  vessels  on  entering  the 
Harbour  or  Docks  are  not  hailed  by  the  Customs  Officers,  as  is  done  in 
the  case  of  vessels  coming  from  Foreign  Ports,  neither  is  it  necessary 
for  such  vessels  to  hoist  a  flag  when  there  are  cases  of  sickness  on 
board,  consequently  sailors  suffering  from  Smallpox,  or  other  infectious 
and  contagious  disease,  may  find  their  way  into  the  town  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and  thus  introduce  disease  which 
might  become  epidemic.  I  have  therefore  to  ask  your  Lordships  kindly 
to  take  this  into  your  careful  and  serious  consideration,  and  issue  such 
instructions  as  may  seem  to  you  desirable,  to  enable  the  Customs’ 
Officers  to  make  enquiries  respecting  the  health  of  the  crews  of  vessels 
arriving  from  the  Port  of  London,  and  to  report  to  me  any  cases  of 
sickness,  of  which  they  may  be  informed.

‘  ‘  I  am  to  state  that  the  Lord  President  has  caused  a  copy  of  your 
communication  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Commissioner  of  Customs,  and 
that  his  Lordship  has  requested  that  such  steps  may  be  taken  by  the 
Customs’  Authorities  as  are  best  calculated  to  avert  the  danger 
apprehended  by  you. 

“  A  copy  of  your  letter,  and  of  the  letter  to  the  Customs,  has  been 
sent  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  their  information.

During  the  year  a  careful  watch  was  kept  in  the  Monkwear- 
mouth  Colliery  District  for  the  appearance  of  Typhoid  Fever. 
In  the  previous  year  it  had  been  prevalent,  and  Dr.  Yeld  was 
therefore  apprehensive  lest  a  return  of  the  disease  should  occur. 
In  this  he  was  not  wrong,  and  although  there  were  not  many  deaths 
in  comparison  with  the  previous  year,  yet  a  considerable  number 
of  cases  were  discovered  by  Inspector  McKay.  The  necessary 
measures  were  at  once  taken  to  lessen  the  evil,  by  instructing  the 
people  to  isolate  the  patients,  and  by  supplying  them  with 
disinfectants  to  mix  with  the  discharges,  and  to  put  down  the 
sewers,  &c. 

Where  defects  of  construction  existed  in  the  soil  pipes  or 
drains,  notices  were  served  on  the  owners,  who  quickly  put  them 
right. 


Scarlet  Fever  was  again  prevalent  last  year,  although  to  a 
much  lesser  extent  than  in  1880,  and  the  principal  efforts  of 
the  Medical  Officer  and  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  McKay  were 
directed  to  its  abatement.  In  this  they  were  assisted  by  a  few 
of  the  Medical  Profession,  who  gave  them  early  information  of 
new  cases.  Nevertheless,  the  greater  number  of  non-fatal  cases 
were  discovered  by  the  exertions  of  the  Inspectors,  who,  with 
Dr.  Yeld,  never  failed  to  impress  on  the  parents  how  advisable 
it  would  be  for  them  to  send  their  sick  children  into  the  House 
of  Recovery,  for  isolation.  Very  few,  indeed,  accepted  this  boon, 
for  boon  it  would  undoubtedly  have  proved  to  the  children  and 
to  the  neighbourhood.  In  many  houses  it  was  absolutely 
impossible  to  isolate  the  patients,  the  people  being  poor,  and 
having  no  rooms  that  they  could  entirely  give  up  to  their  children. 
Labouring  under  difficulties  such  as  these,  it  was  no  easy  matter 
to  prevent  the  disease  running  through  a  family  when  once  it 
had  gained  admission  into  a  household.  Dr.  Yeld  did  his  very 
best  under  the  circumstances,  and  by  supplying  disinfectants 
gratuitously,  and  instructing  the  people  how  to  use  them,  and 
also  by  ordering  that  the  other  children  should  not  be  allowed 
to  attend  School,  he  succeeded  in  undoubtedly  lessening  the 
virulence  of  the  epidemic. 
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It  was  the  great  difficulty  of  obtaining  information  as  to  the  1881 
new  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  that  chiefly  attracted  attention  to  the  REPORT. 
Compulsory  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  towards  the  end  Notification 
of  1880,  and  which  caused  the  matter,  on  the  suggestion  of  the  Disease?^0118 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  be  considered  bv  the  Profession.

In  last  year’s  Report  there  is  an  account  of  the  Meeting  then 
held,  and  which  for  the  better  understanding  of  the  matter,  I  here 


re-print— 

The  Meeting  was  held,  when  21  Medical  Men  were  present. 
G.  B.  Morgan,  Esq.,  in  the  chair;  and  after  considerable 
discussion,  the  following  resolutions  were  agreed  to  : — 

1.  “  That  in  order  to  secure  an  uniform  system  of  supplying 

information  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Profession  be  invited 
to  supply  to  him  notice  of  the  first  occurrence  in  a  house  of  every  case 
of  infectious  disease ;  and  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Meeting,  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Profession  to  comply  with  this  request ;  and  that  the  Health 
Committee  be  advised  to  obtain  compulsory  powers  in  the  next  Session 
of  Parliament,  both  for  their  own  sake  and  for  the  protection  of  Medical 
Men.” 


2.  “  That  a  fee  of  2s.  6d.  be  paid  for  each  certificate  forwarded  to 

the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.” 

The  foregoing  resolutions  were  formally  submitted  for  approval 
to  the  Health  Committee,  who  made  the  following  recommenda¬ 
tion  and  report  to  the  Council  :  — 

“  That  a  fee  of  2s.  6d.  be  paid  to  every  Medical  Practitioner  for  each 
information  of  the  first  case  in  a  house  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Smallpox,  Typhus  or  Typhoid  Fever ;  the  arrangement  to  last  until 
August,  1882,  or  until  an  earlier  date  on  which  compulsory  powers  have 
been  obtained,  and  to  be  contingent  on  the  whole  of  the  Medical  Men 
in  the  town  agreeing  to  such  terms.  The  information  to  be  given 
immediately  on  the  occurrence  of  the  disease.” 

“  That  the  necessary  forms  be  furnished  to  the  Medical  Men  by  the 
Council,  and  that  the  information  be  sent  direct  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.” 

These  recommendations  were  agreed  to  by  the  Town  Council, 
and  immediately  afterwards  Dr.  Yeld  issued  the  following 
circular  to  the  Profession  : —

Alderman  Storey,  Councillor  Rickabv,  Councillor  Stansfield  Richardson, 
and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  following  Resolutions  were 
unanimously  agreed  to — 


“  That  in  order  to  secure  a  uniform  system  of  supplying  information  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  the  Profession  be  invited  to  supply  to  him  notice  of  the 
first  occurrence  in  a  house  of  every  case  of  Infectious  Disease  ;  and  that 
in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Profession  to  comply 
with  this  request.” 

“  That  the  Health  Conimittee  be  advised  to  obtain  compulsory  powers  in  the  next 
Session  of  Parliament,  both  for  their  own  sake  and  for  the  protection  of 
Medical  Men.” 


The  foregoing  Resolutions  were  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Health  Committee,  who  made  the  following  recommendations  to  the 
Town  Council — 


“  That  a  fee  of  2s.  6d.  be  paid  to  every  Medical  Practitioner  for  each  information 
of  the  first  case  in  a  house  of  either  Scarlatina,  Diphtheria,  Smallpox, 
Typhus  or  Typhoid  Fever.  The  arrangement  to  last  until  August,  1882, 
or  until  an  earlier  date  on  which  compulsory  powers  have  been  obtained, 
and  to  be  contingent  on  the  whole  of  the  Medical  Men  in  the  town  agreeing 
to  such  terms.  The  information  to  be  given  immediately  on  the  occurrence 
of  the  disease.” 

“  That  forms  for  making  the  returns  be  furnished  to  the  Medical  Men  by  the 
Local  Authority,  and  that  the  information  be  sent  direct  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.” 

The  above-mentioned  recommendations  having  been  approved  by  the 
Town  Council,  I  have  to  ask  if  you  will  kindly  inform  me  either 
personally  or  by  letter  whether  you  are  prepared  to  agree  to  them,  and 
forward  to  me  from  time  to  time  the  required  information.  It  is 
scarcely  necessary  that  I  should  state  that  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the 
Local  Authority  to  interfere  unnecessarily  with  any  patient  suffering 
from  Infectious  Disease;  the  primary  object  being  that  on  receipt  of 
information  that  any  such  disease  has  broken  out  in  a  house,  I  may 
visit  the  premises  and  endeavour  to  trace  out  its  cause,  and  take  such 
steps  as  may  seem  most  desirable  to  prevent  its  spread.  The  value  of 
isolation,  as  a  means  of  arresting  the  spread  of  disease,  is  well-known 
to  every  Practitioner,  and  whatever  may  be  deemed  by  the  Medical 
Man  in  attendance  to  be  the  best  means  for  carrying  cut  such  isolation, 
I  shall  be  pleased  to  co-operate  with  him  in  every  way  to  bring  about 
so  desirable  an  object.  Speaking  for  myself,  I  trust  the  Profession  will 
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unanimously  agree  to  accept  the  proposal  of  the  Health  Committee, 
who,  in  making  it,  are  only  actuated  by  the  motive  that  by  so  doing 
they  are  making  a  proposal  which,  if  accepted  and  thoroughly  carried 
out,  cannot  but  conduce  to  the  best  interests  and  welfare  of  the 
community.

Although  a  considerable  number  of  the  Profession  agreed  to 
carry  out  this  arrangement,  if  all  the  Profession  loould  do  so ,  yet 
as  some  Medical  Men  would  not  agree  to  give  the  information, 
the  whole  affair  fell  through.  A  few  of  the  Profession,  however, 
continued  during  the  year  to  give  notice  of  cases  occurring  in 
their  practice,  and  without  fee  or  reward. 

The  isolation  of  Infectious  Diseases  in  this  town  is  such  an 
important  matter,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  tenemented 
houses,  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  seek 
for  compulsory  power  in  the  Local  Act  of  Parliament  which  they 
intend  to  bring  forward  next  Session. 

The  School  Board  Inspectors  gave  early  intimation  of  many 
cases  coming  under  their  notice,  but  I  am  informed  that  towards 
the  close  of  the  year  this  information  nearly  entirely  ceased. 

This  is  a  matter  much  to  be  regretted,  and  which  I  trust  will 
be  speedily  altered. 

On  Nov.  10th,  Dr.  Yeld  made  the  following  report  to  the 
Health  Committee 

“  On  visiting  a  house  in  Fowler  Terrace,  wherein  a  death  had 
occurred  from  Scarlet  Fever,  I  found  several  children  of  the  same  family 
ill,  and  the  mother  complained  to  me  that  children  were  sent  from  the 
Hendon  Board  School  to  enquire  why  the  children  were  absent  from 
School.  I  therefore  wrote  to  the  Clerk  of  the  School  Board  as  follows: 

“  Health  Office, 

“Sunderland,  Nov,  2,  .1881. 

“  Bear  Sir, 

“  I  herewith  enclose  for  your  information  a  list  containing  the  names 
and  addresses  of  children  who  have  been  reported  to  me  during  the 
past  month,  as  having  died,  or  who  are  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever, 
and  from,  which  you  will  see  that  the  disease  is  somewhat  prevalent 
throughout  the  Borough. 
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‘  ‘  I  shall  be  obliged  if  you  will  kindly  give  instructions  that  enquiry 
be  made  daily  in  the  Board  Schools  as  to  whether  such  disease  exists  in 
the  families  of  any  of  the  children  attending  such  Schools,  and  if  so 
found,  to  report  the  same  to  me. 

£  ‘  I  desire  also  to  call  your  attention  to  the  practice  of  sending 
children  attending  the  Board  School  to  enquire  after  absentees— a 
practice  fraught  with  much  danger.  Children  were  sent  from  the 
Hendon  Board  School  last  week  to  a  house  in  which  there  were  no  less 
than  five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  that 
such  a  practice  ought  not  to  be  allowed,  and  that  all  enquiries  as  to 
the  causes  of  absence  of  children  from  School  should  be  made  by  some 
responsible  person.

Dr.  Yeld  reported  that  up  to  the  10th  of  the  month  he  had 
not  received  any  reply.  I  have  looked  among  the  correspondence, 
and  I  do  not  find  any  letter  from  the  School  Board. 

During  the  year,  723  houses  in  which  Zymotic  Disease  was 
prevalent  were  visited  by  either  the  Medical  Officer  or  by  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  In  nearly  every  case  disinfectants 
were  supplied  to  the  householders  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  free 
of  charge  ;  and  at  the  termination  of  the  disease  the  rooms  or 
house  were  systematically  and  carefully  disinfected  by  fumigation, 
and  in  many  instances  the  bedding  and  clothes  were  removed  to 
the  Corporation  Disinfecting  Chamber,  to  thoroughly  destroy 
any  germs  of  disease  that  may  have  adhered  to  them.  In  some 
instances  the  bedding  was  so  impregnated  with  filth  and  excreta, 
that  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  destroy  it. 

The  seizures  of  Unsound  Meat  numbered  14,  9  of  which  were 
Beef  and  Mutton,  weighing  2,625  lbs.  ;  3  were  Ham,  Bacon,  and 
Pork,  weighing  399  lbs.  ;  1  was  Veal,  weighing  96  lbs.  ;  and  1 
was  Fish,  weighing  56  lbs. 

The  meat  supplied  to  the  town  during  the  year  was  found  in 
a  better  condition  than  that  sold  in  the  previous  year,  and  hence 
the  lesser  number  of  seizures. 

It  is  also  extremely  satisfactory  to  note  that  many  of  these 
seizures  would  not  have  taken  place  were  it  not  that  the  Butchers 
themselves  frequently  gave  information  when  they  had  meat, 
about  the  quality  and  condition  of  which  they  were  in  doubt.

In  1  3  instances  the  meat  was  destroyed  with  the  consent  of.  1881 
the  owners;  and  only  one  person  was  summoned  before  the  REPORl. 
Magistrates,  who  fined  him  50s.  and  costs. 

The  Corporation  Fever  Hospital,  which  is  known  by  the  name  The  House  of 

Recovery 

of  the  House  of  Recovery,  has  not  hitherto  been  the  success  which 
either  the  Medical  (Officer  of  Health  or  the  Sanitary  Authority 
could  desire.  Much  of  this  is  owing  to  the  great  unwillingness 
which  parents  exhibit  to  part  with  their  children,  or  with  each 
other,  at  the  time  of  illness.  Another  is,  that  an  unfortunate 
discussion  was  carried  on  in  the  public  press  some  time  ago, 
when  it  was  stated  that  the  Building  was  not  suitable  for  its 
purpose.  That  it  is  not  everything  that  a  Hospital  should  be,  no 
person  would  deny,  but  that  it  is  capable  of  proving  a  great  boon 
to  the  community,  if  utilized  more  largely  than  at  present,  every 
one  must  admit.  It  is  a  matter  greatly  to  be  deplored  that  this 
public  discussion  ever  occurred,  but  the  fact  of  its  having  taken 
place,  leaves  me  no  alternative  now  but  to  place  on  record  here 
that  the  Institution  is  quite  capable  of  meeting  any  ordinary 
demands  on  it  for  the  isolation  of  disease. 

Since  then  it  has  been  entirely  renovated,  newly  fitted,  painted, 
new  windows  put  in,  and  many  other  alterations  made  which 
render  it  much  more  suitable  than  before. 

The  House  of  Recovery  is  open  to  the  Medical  Profession  to 
attend  their  own  patients  ;  but  notwithstanding  this,  it  does  not 
appear  that  many  Doctors  endeavour  to  influence  them  to  enter 
it  for  the  purpose  of  isolation.  I  trust  that  in  future  this 
will  not  be  so,  but  that  the  Medical  Men  in  this  Borough  may 
see  their  way  clearly  to  look  on  the  Institution  with  a  more 
favourable  eye.  Personally,  I  will  be  very  pleased  at  any  time 
to  meet  any  of  my  brother  Practitioners  at  the  Institution  to 
conduct  them  over  it. 

1  will  only  add  that  the  Matron  is  a  woman  well-known  for 
her  great  kindness  to,  and  attentive  care  of,  those  given  in  to  her 
charge.

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SANITARY  REPORT. 


Although  the  duties  devolving  on  the  Inspectors  have  been 
somewhat  increased  during  the  last  two  years,  owing  to  the 
prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever,  yet  a  careful  inspection  of  the 
Borough  was  systematically  made. 

Whenever  nuisances  were  perceived,  they  were  noted,  and 
afterwards  notices  to  abate  them  were  served  either  on  the  tenants 
or  the  owners  of  the  properties. 

The  Inspectors  seem  to  have  carried  out  their  duties  satis¬ 
factorily,  and  with  considerable  tact,  for  in  so  large  a  number  as 
4,494  notices  which  were  served,  it  was  found  necessary  in  only 
49  instances  to  summon  the  parties  before  the  Magistrates,  and 
all  of  these,  with  one  exception,  abated  the  nuisance  before  the 
case  came  into  the  Court,  and  therefore  the  prosecutions  were 
withdrawn  on  the  payment  of  the  costs. 

In  addition  to  these,  190  nuisances  were  abated,  without 
formal  notice,  on  the  advice  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

There  were  425  complaints  of  nuisances  made  at  the  Health 
Office  during  the  year,  and  these  were  duly  attended  to. 

Notices  to  close  Cellar  Dwellings  and  to  abate  overcrowding, 
were  served  in  9  instances;  and  2,735  notices  were  served  to 
whitewash  premises,  cleanse  rooms,  yards,  out-houses,  &c.  265 

notices  were  issued  to  repair  defective  spouts  ;  9  to  abate  smoke 
nuisances;  and  1,483  to  repair  defective  house  drains,  roofs, 
water-closets,  ash-pits,  &c. 

For  a  long  while  the  advisability  of  closing  those  Cellar 
Dwellings,  which  did  not  comply  with  the  Public  Health  Act  of 
1875,'  was  under  the  consideration  of  the  Health  Committee,  who 
at  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  desired  that  the  necessary  inspection 
should  be  made  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  their  size 
and  condition  reported  to  them. 

As  a  result  of  this,  it  was  found  that  70  did  not  comply  with 
the  conditions  of  the  Act  of  Parliament.  The  subject  is  at 
present  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Committee,  who  have 
decided  to  judge  each  case  on  its  individual  merits. 
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The  Slaughter  Houses  were  periodically  visited,  and  found  to 
be  generally  kept  in  a  fair  Sanitary  condition.  The  Butchers 
have,  as  a  rule,  got  rid  of  their  off d  before  it  became  offmsive, 
although  in  the  Summer  period  it  would  be  well  if  it  could  be 
removed  on  the  day  on  which  the  animals  are  slaughtered,  so  as 
to  avoid  all  possibility  of  evil  consequences. 

Dr.  Yeld  had  a  strong  desire  to  see  a  Public  Abattoir  erected 
in  the  town,  believing  it  would  be  a  sound  sanitarv  measure  to 
have  one,  and  be  the  means  of  abating  the  nuisances  which,  no 
matter  how  well  looked  after,  invariably  attach  themselves  to 
private  Slaughter  Houses. 

Inspector  McKay  visited  the  Common  Lodging  Houses  at 
frequent  intervals  during  the  year,  both  by  day  and  night,  and 
found  them  to  have  been  kept  in  a  cleanly  and  orderly  condition, 
and  in  conformity  to  the  Borough  Bye-laws. 

Some  infectious  cases  occurred  in  them,  but  the  patients  were 
at  once  removed  to  the  Union  Hospital.  They  were — Typhoid 
Fever,  2,  and  Itch,  6  cases.  All  of  these  were  tramps  from 
other  towns.  In  every  instance,  after  the  removal  of  the 
patient,  the  bed  and  bed  clothes  were  at  once  disinfected,  and 
the  rooms  fumigated,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors. 

During  the  year  several  Streets  and  Roads,  which  had  been 
previously  macadamised,  were  paved. 

This  is  merely  the  carrying  out  of  a  plan  adopted  by  the 
Sanitary  Authority  a  few  years  since,  in  order  to  effect  a  saving  in 
the  cost  of  the  repairs,  watering,  and  scavenging  of  these  streets, 
and  with  a  view  to  improve  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the 
Borough.
